ATTORNEY FRED MARSHALL 
TAKES FIVE LIVES. 


Kills the President of a Lumber 
Company and Then Murders His 
Own Family—Winds Up by Com-

MUSKEGON (Mich.,) April 10.— 
News has been received from Pentwa- 
ter of a bold attempt on the life of 
William O. Sand, president of the 
Sands & Maxwell Lumber Company, 
last night. When he was within a few 
yards of home, Fred Marshall jumped 
from behind the corner and commenced 
shooting at him. Sands ran across the 
street to his home, the would-be as- 
sassin keeping up the fire. Five shots 
were fired, three hitting him in the 
right arm, and one in leg. Marshal] 
immediately went home, shot his wife 
and two children and then took his own 
life. 

„Marshall was an insurance agent 
and attorney. He left a long letter. 
the gist of which is that Sands prom- 
ised him all his company’s business, 
and now demanded a third of the com- 
mission. Marshall was badly involved, 
and ‘extreme love for his family 
prompted him to kill them, rather than 
see them suffer. 

LATER.—Sands died at 7:20 o’clock 
this evening.

M’KINLEY FOR ‘PRESIDENT. | 


‘Oregon Instructs Her Delegates for 
ser the Great Ohio Leader. 


PORTLAND, (Or.,) April 10.—The 
first business transacted at the Repub- 
lican State Convention when it re- 
convened at 11 o’clock today was the 
adoption of a resolution instructing the 
delegates to the St. Louis convention 
to vote for McKinley for President. 

Resolutions favoring woman suffrage, 
election of United States Senators by 
direct vote of the people and the re- 
monetization of silver by international 
agreement were introduced and re- 
ferred to the Platform Committee. 

Three delegates-at-large to the na- 
tional convention ‘were then elected, 
as follows: R. A. Booth, J. W. Meldrum 
and Charles Hilton. The convention 
then took a recess till 1:45 o’clock, 
when the fourth delegate-at-large will 
be elected. There was a deadlock in 
the Platform Committee over the finan- 
cial plank, and no report was made 
‘until late this afternoon. 2 

The platform declares for the use of 
both gold and silver, with such re- 
strictions as will secure the values of 
the two metals. The following is the 
-financial plank in full: 

“The American people from tradition 
and interest favor bimetallism, and the 
Republican party demands the use of 
both gold and silver as standard money, 
with such restrictions and under such 
provisions to be determined by legisla- 
tion as will secure the maintenance of 
the parity of values of the two metals, 
so that the purchasing and debt-paying 
power of the dollar, whether of silver, 
gold or paper, shall be at all times 
equal. The interest of the producers 
of the country—its farmers and its 
workingmen—demand that every dollar, 
paper or coin, issued by the govern- 
ment, shall be as good as any other 
dollar.“ 

The following resolution, which was 
offered as a substitute for the financial 
plank of the platform, was defeated 
by a vote of 129 to 108: — 

„Resolved, that we favor the use of 
both gold and silver to the extent which 
they can be maintained in circulation 
at parity in purchasing and debt-pay- 
ing power; but we are earnestly op- 
posed to the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, for the 
reason that it would destroy such par- 
ity, enormously contract the volume 
of currency by forcing gold out of cir- 
culation and immediately: place the 
country on a silver basis. Believing 
that the effect of international de- 
monetization of silver can be over- 
come only by international remoneti- 
gation of that metal, the Republican 
party of Oregon most earnestly favors 
such measures as will accomplish that 
purpose.” — 

The platform favors protection and 
the reciprocity policy of James G. 
Blaine; the election of United States 
Senators by direct vote of the people, 
and the speedy construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal by the United States 
government. The following is the reso- 
lution indorsing McKinley for President, 
which was unanimously passed: 

“This Republican convention expresses 
its preference for President of the

The only platform 
adopted was a resolution presented by 
the Providence Board of Trade, which 
declares in favor of gold as the mone- 
tary standard; in favor of a national 
court of arbitration, and denouncing 
the free coinage of silver. For the First 
District John S. Sanborn and G. J. 
Smith were elected delegates; Second 
District, Charles Francis and Walter 
A. Reed. ° 

THE MISSOURI DELEGATES.

silver men.“

PALM “BEACH (Fia.,) April 10.—

uge. Johnson was half-mad from hun- 
ger and, starvation. Five days and six- 
nights he was without a morsel of 
food or a drop of water.

HE SUCCUMBS TO AN APOPLECTIC 
: STROKE AT CAIRO, 


Drummer-boy, Printer, Reporter, 
Editor and War Correspondent.

John A. Cockerill, the well-known 
newspaper correspondent, died tonight 
of apoplexy in Shepherd’s Hotel, 
SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

NEW YORK, April 10—John A. 
Cockerill was born at Locust Grove, 
Adams county, Ohio, in 1845. His 
father was an attorney and a man of 
means and intended to give his son a 
college education, but the war broke 
out and the lad, following his father, 
entered the army as a drummer boy. 
His father commanded the Seventh 
Ohio Volunteers at Shiloh. After the 
war young Cockerill became a printer, 
and did his first work on the Scion of 
Temperance. After considerable ex- 
perience on the local press of Dayton 
and Hamilton he went to Cincinnati 
where he worked as reporter, city edi- 
tor and managing editor on the En- 
quirer. 

In 1877 he went to Europe and accom- 
panied the Turkish army during the 
war with Russia, writing lette to 
the Enquirer. On his return.from Con- 
stantinople he was engaged as editor 
of the Washington Post and Baltimore 
Gazette. Afterward, in 1880, he se- 
cured a large interest in the Post-Dis- 
patch at St. Louis, with Joseph 
itzer. While editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch his vigorous’ editorial work 
brought about his unfortunate alterca- 
tion with Col, Slayback, resulting in the 
‘latter’s death. When Joseph Pulitzer

AN ADVANCE IN FREIGHT. 


sociation to Be Revived. - 
The transcontinental railroads are 
getting ready for an advance in the 
freight rates. The Transcontinental 
Association will be revived, and the 


‘cutting of rates as a matter of competi- 


tion will be a thing of the past. Both 
the Southern Pacific and Santa Fé lines 
will join the association which will also 
include the northern roads, which hith- 
erto have had an association: of their 
own.

Second Trial of sn Important Suit 
-on- Commission.

At the recent meeting of the Farmers’ 
Institute at Colton, reports of which 
have been published in The Times, an 
interesting paper was that read by F. 
OC. Finkle on the “Mitigation of Dam- 
age by Frost.” Mr. Finkle is the origi- 
nator of the theory of combating frost 
by raising the temperature, to which 
reference has already been made in 
these columns.

The Oleomargarine Law. 

It may be ot interest to the 5 
men of this section to know that a teat 
case involving the oleomargarine laws 
of this State is now pending in the Po- 
lice Court of this city. In nearly all 
of the States of the Union there are 
acts regulating and governing the 
manufacture and sale of the imitation 
butter, and but few of them are exactly 
similar in wording or construction. At 
the last session of the Legislature of 
California an act was passed prohibit-. 
ing the sale of any substance colored 
in imitation of butter, as well

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THE FUNDING INIQUIT 


OUR REPRESENTATIVES NEED 
MORAL SUPPORT. 


Agents of the Besieging 
Congressmen to Pass a Funding 
Bill—Opponments of the Scheme 
Must Bestir Themselves if They 
Would Defeat It.’ 


WASHINGTON O. C. April 4.— 
(Regular Correspondence.) The Times 
editorially called upon the people of 
California to express their wishes as 
to the Funding Bill, a fact that was 
greatly appreciated by members of 
Congress. In behalf of the represen- 
tatives from California it must be said 
that their position as to that measure 
is a very trying one. Even if a man 
is not @ candidate for renomination 
he does not want to be forced out of 
Congress and every one of the present 
Congressmen wants another term. They 
pledged themselves on the stump to 
vote against a refunding bill. Then, 
after they left home and came to 
Washington, each received hundreds 
of letters saying that public senti- 
ment has changed, and urging them 
to vote for the bill. The lobby has 
exercised remarkable shrewdness in 
the way this feature has been worked. 
As a result, every Congressman feels 
that he will be beaten if he votes 
against it and he will probably be 
beaten if he votes for it. Human na- 
ture, therefore, prompts a conservative 
course, keep out of the discussion and 
vote as p in the campaign, 
which silences opposition and makes 
members from other States think the 
Californians are lukewarm. Bowers 
and Maguire are the only ones who 
have consented to come out squarely in 
interviews opposing the funding bill. 
Representative McLachlan will vote 
against the bill, I am informed, but 
while. I cannot quote him upon the 
subject, some of the part} leaders. in 
the Los Angeles district are greatly 
disappointed that this is true. He 
pledged himself to vote against the 
din in the campaign and he will keep

If there ever was a time when a 
State delegation not only needed, but 
absolutely required, the codperation 
and assistance of their constituents it 
is now, upon this bill.

was to their own advantage. A glance 
at the map of the present Vanderbilt 
system shows what their whole object 
would be. To make money they want 
freight and passengers over their own 
lines to New York. Everything cen- 
ters in New York, in the Vanderbilt 
lines. To get the Pacific Coast business 
for the metropolis would therefore be 
their first object. To do this they must 
fight Chicago and the Northern Pacific, 
New Orleans and the Southern Pacific. 
They would care nothing for California, 
but their concern for the material in- 
terest of the Vanderbilts would compel 
them to make the most liberal conces- 
siqns to obtain freight and passengers 
clear across the continent. Meanwhile 
C. P. Huntington, with another line 
of railroad across the continent and 
lines of steamships on both the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans, would make it ex- 
ceedingly interesting for the Vander- 
bilts: It wouid be a battle royal be- 
tween two immense transportation com- 
panies, by which the people of Califor- 
nia would be very greatly benefited, 

It will not do to call Huntington a 
robber. While a very strong case 
seems to be made out against him, it 
is an undeniable fact that if he ever 
stole anything, a good part of it would 
not have been worth stealing if it had 
not been for him and his associates. He 
is a developer, and I have no doubt 
that the Southern Pacific needs him 
to complete the work of development. 
He is also a fighter, and if the Central 
and Union Pacific lines were secured by 
some one else so that he could no 
longer control a monopoly, he woud go 
to developing in dead earnest as a mat- 
ter of self-defense, and his fighting 
qualities would be brought into play 
by competition, and the whole of Cali- 
fornia would grow as rapidly as Los 
Angeles has during the past five years. 
I hope The Times will publish a few 
more editorials that the people of Cali- 
fornia may realize the true situation 
at this end of the line.

High Winds Accompany Rain, Hai} 


and Snow in Some Places. 


Yesterday was, perhaps, the most 
digagreeable day of the season. Nearly 
all day a gale was blowing, carrying 
clouds of dust and raising grave doubts 
in the minds of strangers regarding the 
climatic perfection of Southern Califor- 
nia. Every one was out as usual, but it 
was a day when a cosy nook by the fire- 
side was preferred to a stroll along the 
level stretches in. the western suburbs, 
or a trip to the beach. 

At Redondo thie gale came from the 
northwest, blowing great guns. The 
breakers burst upon the beach in huge 
masses, affording a spectacle alike 
picturesque and startling. Five hun- 
dred feet off shore the fishing boat of 
“Shorty” Edwards was at anchor. Its 
owner had come ashore, being aware 
of the severity of the gale, and not dar- 
ing to trust himself afloat. He acted 
wisely, for the boat at anchor capsized, 
and even the tug Pelican was buffeted 
in such a manner as to put to the blush 
those who have been asking that the 
government make a harbor by fencing 
off from the open roadstead a place in 
this angry sea affording a safe anchor- 
age. Santa Monica was slightly shel- 
tered by Point Duma, but even with 
this partial advantage the raging wat- 
ers in front of Mr. Huntington’s wharf 
gave promise of ripping the insides 
out of it. When the gales come from 
the southwest, Santa Monica gets the 
entire brunt and Redondo is partially 
protected by Point Firmin. 

In the southwest part of Los An- 
geles, for a brief space of time, hail 
fell, delighting the children. This-was 
followed by a brisk shower, of which 
the business district caught only a few 
scattering drops. In the mountains the 
rain fell in torrents, while at San Ber- 
nardino rain, hall and snow fell in de- 
lightfu] variety. The temperature fell 
all over Southern Calfornia, and frost 
was predicted for last nicht in exposed 
places. The weather conditions are still 
unsettled, and rain is expected before 
they settle down to normal quiescence.

THE IDENTITY OF THE MURDER-

the Coroner’s Inquest Reveals the 
Story of the Crime—The. Stories 
t- Two Men Who Saw the 
Shooting—Two Men ne on 

Suspicion. 


An inquest has been held over the 
y of John Hayes, the man who was 


murdered at Puente by robbers Thurs- 


day night, as related in yesterday’s | 
‘Times, but it is still unknown who did | 
the foul deed. 

Coroner Campbell went to Puente ves- 
terday afternoon to investigate the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the affair. 
From the testimony of Thomas Hayes. 
the brother of the daceased, W. P. Bry- 
ant, John Dietzel, Dr. Cave and George 
Mitts, a full account of the murder as 
far as the particulars have yet been as- 
certained, can be learned. 

John Hayes, an unmarried man, 37 
years of age, was the son of one of the 
California pieneers. With his brother 
ihe was engaged in the general mer- 
chandise business at Puente, the post- 
“office being in the store. Hayes slept 
in the. rear of the store. Every night it 
x his custom to go across the street 

a saloon and restaurant kept by Mrs. 

etzel and drink a blass or two of beer. 
ate night he went across the 
Street as usual, and stayed there a lit- 
tle while, chatting with W. P. Bryant, 
Mrs. Dietzel and her fourteen-year-old 
=o. John Dietzel. He said good-night 

d went back to the store. 

Hayes went into the store and blew 
‘out the lamp which was burning there. 
Then he started toward the door, in- 

nding to lock it. He was confronted 
by two robbers with their heads muf- 
fied in gunny-sack masks and wearing 
black and yellow oll-skin coats, re- 

ectively. They rified the money- 
rawer, Then, in high-pitched, unnat- 
ural voices, they ordered Hayes to open 
the safe. He replied he must have 
wre light to see the combination. 

Meanwhlle Johnnie Dietzel had come 
to the store, and, glancing in, saw the 
state of affairs. The lad ran back to 
oe saloon and told Bryant to come to 

e store-keeper’s aid. Bryant lau 
and told him he was just trying to play 
an April-fool joke, The boy insisted, 

so Bryant at last started, still Ralf 
believing it was all a joke. The two 
stepped inside the store. The moment 
the robbers saw them they. covered 
‘them with their pistols, and ordered 
them to move on to the rear.ot.the 
store: They obeyed. 
Hayes came out of the bedroom, into 
which the robbers had sent him to-get a 
light, carrying a pistol in the left hand 
and a lamp in the right. Bryant cried 
gut: “Drop the lamp!“ Hayes hesi- 
tated, and was lost. The robbers fired 
two shots, one bullet piere Hayes’s 
reat three inches to the right of the 
Ab. nipple. The bullet broke the third | 
fractured ane of the vertebrse and 
lodged just under the skin of the back. 
Mayes fell; dying, to the floor, the lamp

There was intense excite- 
ment through. all the country round, 
but there were few clews on which to 
work as to the identity of the mur- 
derers. The coroner’s jury decided 
that Hayes came to his death by gun- 
shot wounds at the hands of e 
unknown. 

Sheriff Burr was notifled at once. He 
reached the little town at 4 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, in company with Dep- 
uty Sheriffs Barnhill and White. There 
were few clews to work upon, but 
everything possible was done. The best 
descriptions obtainable were sent out 
to peace officers thrdughout Southern 
California. George B. Mills, a Puente 
rancher, announced that he had seen 
two men hanging around the village. 
from sunset till dark on Thursday, in 
8 r to arouse suspicion in his mind.

One wore a dark ulster and 
There is another 
clew. The station agent saw two men 
jump off a baggage car Thursday af- 
ternoon. He suspects they know some- 
thing of the crime. 

Sheriff Burr returned to the city ‘with 
his deputies yesterday afternoon, just 
after sundown. There were two men in 
the party who are believed to have 
been placed under arrest on suspicion 
of complicity in the crime. It is said 
there are three men who live near El 
Monte who formerly did a great deal 
of trading with Hayes. There was 
some difficulty between them and 
Hayes refused to let them have any 
more goods at his store. This intensified 
the ill-feeling and one of the three 
men is said to have been heard making 
threats against Hayes. It is believed 
Sheriff Burr has arrested two of these 
men on suspicion and has ordered that 
their names be not placed on the books 
of the County Jail, a order that their 
identity’ may not become public and 
their reputation injured, if they are in- 
deed innocent men.
